NIGHD 
ASHINGTON, July 1.—Ofiicial 
information regarding the sink- 
ing of the British steamer Ar- 
menian, with the loss of a number of 
American lives, was lacking tonight, 
and until all details are available 
Secretary Lansing stated that the po- 
sition of the American government 
could not be determined. 

From news dispatches, however, and 
a closer reading of official reports of 
yesterday, officials were inclined to the 
view that, inasmuch as the Armenian 
apparently refused to submit to the 
warning command of the German 
submarine to halt, and attempted to 
escape, the sinking of the vessel was 
justified, according to international 
law, even though noncombatants were 
aboard. 

There was little tension over the in- 
cident in official quarters here after it 
became known that the Armenian had 
sought to evade capture. It was sub- 
mitted that if official reports bore 
out the press dispatches there was no 
likelihood that any new cause of com- 
plaint would be added to the issues 
pending between the United States and 
Germany. 

One or two officials suggested that, 
inasmuch as Germany had in effect 
given warning that enemy ships would 
be torpedoed without warning, a mer- 
chantman carrying contraband might 
be j in attempting te escape 
since to t would mean certain de- 
struction, with no assurances of an 
opportunity for the crew to escape. It 
was pointed out that the last Amer- 
ican note to Germany on the Lusitania 
and Falaba cases said: 

“Nothing but actual forcible resist- 
ance or continued efforts to escape by 
flight, when ordered to stop for pur- 
pose of visit, on the part of the mer- 
chantman has ever been held to for- 
feit the lives of her passengers and 


officials were inclined to 
argue that the German submarines 
might not order vessels to stop merely 
“for the purpose of visit.“ Others, 
however, declared that the rules of

that there had been cases before the 
Federal courts in which this ~point 
arose and it had been ruled that the 
chartering of a vessel by a foreign 
consul for his government to trans- 
port munitions of war or supplies did 
not constitute a violation of Federal 
statutes. 

In the case of vessels which are 
loaded to supply a belligerent fleet 
at sea, however, the American g0v- 
ernment has ruled that such ships 
must be treated as ships of war.

TWO MEN ARE ARRESTED. 


Relating to the War. 


Polish Editor at New York and Austrian Only Re- 
cently Arrived in this Country are Held by Authorities 
for Sending Missives to President Containing Threats. 


Chrastowsky, a Polish editor, 
was arrested at his home tonight 
on a charge of sending annoying and 
abusive letters to President Wilson at 
Washington. The arrest was made on 
a warrant sworn out by secret service 
agents. Chrastowsky was locked up 
at police headquarters. 
Chrastowsky said he is 48 years old, 
and is a contributing editor to the 
Morning Star, a Polish publication, 
which he says he founded in Cleve- 
land twenty-four years ago. 
William J. Flynn, chief of the se- 
cret service, sald that Chrastowsky 
had addressed four abusive letters to 
President Wilson complaining that the 
President and other government offi- 
cials were in league to do him harm. 
Chief Flynn said that he believed the 
man was harmless. 
He added that there was no connec- 
tion between the arrest of Chrastowsky 
and that of Rudolph Malik, the Aus- 
trian who was indicted today on a 
charge of sending a threatening letter 
to President Wilson. 

ARREST OF MALIK. 
The Federal grand jury today in-

CAPTAIN TALKS 
OF ARMENIAN. 


‘Admits that the Submarine 
was Too Fast for Him. 


Gunfire of the Little Boat was 
Most Remarkable. 


German Commander Praised 
for His Fair Dealing.

LONDON, July 1.—Even the final 
editions of today’s London evening pa- 
pers did not print the fact that the 
Armenian was engaged in Admiralty 
business. All papers refer to the in- 
cident as “sinking of Leyland liner,” 
and all emphasize the “sensation cre- 
ated in America.” 

It was after d o'clock tonight when 
a message came from Washington 
saying that Ambassador Page had ad- 
vised the State Department of the cor- 
rect status of the ship. 

THE CAPTAIN TALES. 

Trickey of the Armenian, in 
an interview today, said that he only 
surrendered to the German subma- 
rine when the freighter was afire in 
three places and after the sMp's en- 
gines had been put out of action and a 
dozen members of the crew had been 
killed by shrapnel fire. Most of the 
members of the crew who perished, 
Capt. Trickey said, were Americans. 

“The pubmarine, as a signal for us 
to stop.” said Capt. Trickey, “first put 
a couple of shots over our bow when 
we were four miles off. I put my 
stern to him and ran for it. 

“The submarine then began to shell 
us in earnest, the shrapnel bursting a]!

render. We had resisted the enemy 
for an hour and twelve or thirteen 
men lay dead on the deck. 

“The submarine commander then 
forced me to clear ship, and at seven 
minutes past eight the Armenian went 
down, shattered by two torpedoes. 

“T must say that the submarine 
commander showed us every fairness 
after we had given up, picking up 
many of the crew, who, because of 
damaged boat, had fallen into the 
water. Most of the crew who perished 
were Americans.” 

MULETEER TELIS HIS STORY.

With 
Britain out of the struggle, could 
there have been any hope of the Bal- 
kan states daring to move? 

And Britain—never forget it-—was 
not compelled to go to the aid of 
France. Come what might, the most 
that ever Britain promised France 
was six divisions, 120,000 men. She 
was not in honor bound to send a sol- 
dier more. She could have stayed out 
of the war. Germany had begged her 
to stay out. Disgraced she might 
have been—as Britons think, must 
have been—if she had left Belgium 
and France and Evropean liberty to 
their doom.

Ralph McK. Nelson, an honor man 
of the class lately graduated. 

Evans said that Midshipman Moss 
had given him a sheet that afterward 
appeared to be an examination taken 
by his class. He thought it was an 
old examination paper or some kind 
of “dope sheet.“ he said, and did 
not regard it seriously. 

COPIED A PAPER. 


Nelson testified that Moss had al- 
lowed him to copy from a paper which 
the witness thought was a review sheet 
issued by the modern languages de- 
partment. 

When the Spanish examination was 
held this spring, Nelson continued, 
members of the first class, upon real 
ing that their advance information 
was “good dope” were jubilant. It 
Was considered a joke, he sald, to 
“put something over” on the Spanish 
department. 

Asked by the Judge Advocate if he 
did not think it his duty to have re- 
ported the fact to the academy an- 
thorities when he found that h2 had 
seen a copy of the examination in ad- 
vance, Nelson replied that he did not. 
“That was up to Adams (the class 
president) he said. 

VISITS TO BUILDING. 


Nelson was questioned about his al- 
leged visits to the academic bulld- 
ing after information, and that the 
statement made by Midshipman C. M. 
Reagle, that Nelson had keys to the 
building where examination questions 
and marks were kept. The witness 
declared that the only key he ever 
had was one he obtained when he 
went to the room occupled by the 
staff which edited the annual publica- 
tion of the first class. 

After going into this room to use 
a typewriter, Nelson said he absent- 
mindedly slipped the key into his 
pocket and later loaned it to Mid- 
shipman Reagle when the latter came 
to him for a key. He said it never 
had entered his head that the key 
would fit any lock in the academic 
building. He declared that his only 
visit to the academic building was 
when he went with Ensign Hough to 
see if the latter had obtained a suffi- 
ciently high mark to make him 
“satisfactory” in steam and assure his 
getting a leave of absence.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Flat con- 
tradiction of statements that Ameri- 
can shells have been used to a large 
extent by the French was contained 
in a statement issued today by the 
French Embassy. It follows: 

“Statements have appeared in the 
press describing the use by the French 
of American shells and the killing of 
German soldiers by such American 
ammunition, sald to be vastly more 
destructive than that made in France. 

“It has been added of late that the 
mortalities thus caused have been 
considerably increased because the 
French are using ‘poisonous American 
shells," made by a certain company in 
Cleveland, O., in such a way that in 
many cases even Ant wounds re- 
sulted in terrible infection, causing 
quick death.’ 

“One of the German princes was 
asked, What was the percentage shot 
by the French?’ in the great drive 
north of Arras, in the course of which 
the French captured ‘the labyrinth’ 
and some other important positions. 
His Royal Highness vouchsafed the 
opinion that ‘it is ‘rather difficult to 
estimate this accurately,’ but ‘he 
thought that’ at least 50 per cent. 
were American shells, adding ‘this last

ed assertions, it cannot be amiss to 
state once for all that France has

LORD MERSEY DISCREDITS ms 
TESTIMONY AT INQUIRY.

British Board of Trade Investi- 
gator Hears French Professor, but 
Letter Written by Him Indicated 
He had Mercenary Motive in His 
Aspersions. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
LONDON, July i1.—The British 
Board of Trade in the Lusitania in- 
quiry held another public hearing to- 
day. 
Prof. Marichal of Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Kingston, Ont., who said he was 
a retired officer of the French army, 
complained of the treatment accorded 
rescued passengers of the Lusitania by 
the Cunard company. Prof. Marichal 
said the second explosion resembled 
an explosion of ammunition, “like a 
Maxim gun.” He also charged the com- 
pany with indifference to the interests 
of the passengers in carrying a dan- 
gerous cargo and criticised the manner 
of conducting rescue work. 
Counsel for the Cunard line then 
read a letter written by Prof. Marichal! 
to the company after the disaster, ask- 
ing that cash be advanced on his lost 
baggage or he would give evidence 
“not to the credit of the company or 
the Admiralty.” 
Doesn't that imply you wanted 
money to keep wour mouth closed?" 
asked Baron Mersey. 
The witness explained that he would 
bring a separate action apart from the 
inquiry unless he was paid, but denied 
that he remained silent at the inquiry 
for that reason. 
“I don’t believe you,” declared Lord 
Mersey. 
The witness expressed indignation at 
such an interpretation of the letter, 
but the presiding officer was unyield- 
ing and the professor left the stand 
in high anger. One of the objects of 
reopening the inquiry was to review 
the testimony relative to the state of 
collapsible boats. The evidence regard- 
ing the boats was largely technical. 
Lord Mersey said the particular evi- 
dence he desired was whether the 
erips and lashings were loose, the evi- 
dence regarding which was contradic- 
tory, but an expert stated that if the 
lashings had been loose the boats 
would have floated from the deck 
when the ship sank.

“Gen. Villa ordered several bri- 
gades to move from San Bartolo 
Hacienda near Penuslas, to execute 
a flanking movement upon Lagos,” 
the dispatch says. “The expeditionary 
column was commanded by Gen. 
Canuto Reyes. At midnight our forces 
reached the rear of Lagos and the 
battle began. For eight hours it con- 
tinued desperately, ending in the 
ecmplete rout of the Carranza forces, 
who fied in great disorder towards 


Leon. 

“Our forces captured two cannon 
and three supply trains, which were 
burned. We inflicted heavy losses and 
made many prisoners. Our troops 
fought with great enthusiasm and 
courage. At 8 o'clock a.m. the Con- 
vention forces occupied Lagos, and 
at thie mcment our wounded are be- 
ginning to arrive in automobiles in 
Aguascalientes, bringing us first news 
of the victory. Our casualties were 
not so heavy in comparison with the 
severe losses of the enemy.”

KINGMAN (Aru.) July 1.— The 
eyes of Northern Arizona continue to 
be turned upon the United Eastern 
mine at Oatman, where a big gold 
strike was made a few months ago. 
Ore worth $36.60 a ton is being bro- 
ken down across a width of twenty- 
two feet on the 665-foot level. The 
vein at that point is thirty-seven feet 
wide.

PIUM REFORM 
AMONG CHINESE, 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
PEKING, May 18.—4  proclama- 


tion bearing the seal of the President 


tells in a picturesque way the peculiar 
story of the opium reform in China. 
From the proclamation the following 
paragraphs are taken: 

“The evil of epium is known to all 
men, and no less than $3,000,000,000 
and tens of thousands of lives have 
been sacrificed during the past few 
decades as a result of this evil, Once 
& person acquires the habit of oplum 
smoking he degenerates into a para- 
site and is reduced to a skeleton: thus 
a rich man becomes a pauper and a 
healthy man a weakling. This con- 
sequently gives rise to the prevalence 
of undesirable. characters and people 
who do not e to work, causing the 
deterioration of the race and the de- 
cline of morality; and both the family 
and the nation are affected and 
harmed. Fortunately, however, as a 
result of the unprejudiced spirit of the 
friendly nations and the well-intea- 
tloned publicity given by Chinese and 
foreigners, an agreement was made 
with Great Britain in the third year 
of Hsuan Tung for the prohibition of 
the importation of foreign opium and 
the cessation of the cultivation of na- 
tive opium within a certain time limit. 
A persistent poll has been pursued 
with regard to the prohibition of cul- 
smoking, and trading in 
opium; and as a result of it many 
provinces have succeeded in com- 
pletely destroying all poppy plants; 
consequently transportation of opium 
into these provinces has been prohib- 
ited. If this opportunity were seized 
completely to banish the opium evil 
the country would be put on a strong 
footing. This is why the order was 
repeated at the beginning of the in- 
auguration of the republic. But ow- 
ing to the lack of discipline and the 
fact that both desperadoes and un- 
ruly recruits were mostly opium 
emokers, the evil sprang again into 
being. The ignorant people, seeing 
profit in the opium business, defined 
the law, which up till then was in 
force. This was most regrettable. 


TO QUENCH THIRST. 


“Some Seople urge that since the 
opium trade affects the livelihood of 
many persons it is unjust to use arbi- 
trary methods for the prohibition of 
poppy planting. They forget, how- 
ever, that the evil of opium ie like a 
dangerous ulcer that sinks deep to the 
bone and for the cure of which it is 
better to cut away part of the bone 
than to patch it up with a piece of 
flesh taken from another part of the 
body. Whether the profit In such a 
trade ia big or small the traders 


mistakable language that no one can 
live by drinking poison to quench his 
thirst. The local elders should be en- 
trusted with the task of uprooting the 
poppy plants and the planters sup- 
plied with cotton, grain or other seeds 
for sowing instead. 

“The whole thing depends upon the 
officials, who would earnestly and per- 
sistently urge them and compel them 
to plant some other useful crop. We 
shall not permit one corner of the 
country to spoil the general move- 
ment of the whole nation, and the 
Ministry of Interior is hereby in- 
structed to communicate the order of 
prohibition, and not to allow the cun- 
ning to utilize it as a means to en- 
rich themselves. Yamen runners (lo- 
cal government employees) must be 
strictly controlled so that they may 
not use this as a pretext to oppress 
the people by extortion; otherwise the 
old evil wm simply be replaced by a 
new one. The chief aim is that the 
people and officials of the whole na- 
tion should look upon this as a great 


disgrace and shame. Let no un- 
destroyed seeds poison the new na- 
tion! Wake up. ye people! This is

Court so Decides in Suit of Minor

geles Investment Company. 

The new board refused to recognize 
the Guarantee Fund and withdrew al! 
reference to it in publications and 
literature, declaring that it was the 
board’s sense that no further stock be 
sold from the Guarantee Fund. 


RENT CHECK PUTS 
COUPLE IN JAIL. 


REPUTED SCION OF WEALTHY 
CANADIAN FAMILY HELD 
ON SUSPICION. 


Elmer R. Kerr, who is said to be 
a member of a prominent and wealthy 
family of Hamilton, Can. was 
locked up in the City Jail last nicht 
on suspicion of passing a number of 
worthless checks, His undoing fol- 
lowed the giving of a check to Police 
Detective Ingram, who rented to him 
a bungalow at Redondo Beach. | 

When Kerr was taken into custody 
he was with Mrs. Mary Kitts, with 
whom he is said to have been pass- 
ing his time for more than two months 
and she was locked up, too, on a im- 
lar charge. While the police are not 
positive that she has had anything 
to do with the passing of the bogus 
paper, they are holding her for an in- 
vestigation. 

Kerr came here from his home in

worth of worthless checks but he was 
not locked up as his parents tele- 
graphed enough money to cover them. 

A few weeks later he went to Re- 
Gondo Beach with Mrs. Kitts, who 16 
said to be the wife of a movinge- 
picture actor, and rented one of the 
prettiest little cottages there. It is 
owned by Detective Ingram. The lat- 
ter was well impressed with the ap- 
Pearance of his new tenant and when 
he asked for a little time in which to 
pay the rent, the genial and generous 
officer gave it to him without hesita- 
tion, but did not impart to the young 
Canadian the information that he is 
a member of the detective bureau. 

At the end of a month, the landlord 
Gemanded his rent money and re- 
ceived a check for the full amount. 
It was made payable at a bank in 
Hamilton. In a week the check came 
back and Detective Ingram went to 
the bungalow to investigate. His 
tenant had flown but was located last 
night at No. 1007 South Figueroa 
street, this city, with Mrs. Kitts. 

When the couple were taken into 
Central Police Station, Kerr lagged be- 
hind, and before an officer could pre- 
vent him, swallowed the contents of a 
small bottle. “I have taken poison,” 
he cried and he was hurried to the 
Receiving Hospital.

"| MBARGOING HUERTA’S DINNER. 
The Secretary of War objects to Gen. 
Funston inviting ex-President Huerta to 
dinner, and a Los Angeles newspaper, in its 
zeal to promote the continuance of the pres 
ent admirable conditions existing in Mex- 
feo, desires to have Huerta’s ball increased 
from $15,000 to a satisfactory sum—$1,000,- 
000 for instance—or, better yet, that he be 
locked up and not admitted to bail at all. 
But if locked up without bail—the Consti- 
tution to the contrary notwithstanding— 
then the United States would have to feed 
him, and because President Wilson. does 
not approve of him, is that any reason why 
the corned beef and mouldy beans ration of 
the prisoner should not occasionally be 
ameliorated by a jack-rabbit fricasee, such 
as Gen. Funston's chef knows how to pre 
Secretary Garrison is too hard on the 
ex-President of our sister republic. He 
should not bear malice because Huerta re-

and in machine guns which have proved to 
be the most formidable weapons in the war, 
having almost superseded the rifle. The 
Germans, said Mr. George, had undoubtedly 
anticipated the character of the war in a 
way no other power has done. The result 
of the contest is, first of all, a question of 
material, then machinery, and finally of 
labor. 

Great Britain has now been divided into 

ten munition areas in each of which manu- 
factories of arms are being developed. The 
skilled workmen who took an unpatriotic 
advantage of the necessities of their coun- 
try by striking for higher wages were met 
by the government taking from the army 
a portion of the 224,000 skilled workmen 
who had enlisted therein and transferring 
them to the arms factories, where their 
pay is much greater than that of Soldiers in 
the ranks. 
This brought the munition workers and 
dockers to their senses and they agreed 
that no strikes or lockouts should take 
place and that disputes should be referred 
to arbitration. 

Harry Carr of The Times staff, writing 
from New York, invites attention to the 
fact that many new manufactories of arms 
and munitions are being established all 
over the Hastern States. This is to be 
regretted, but under the Declaration of Lon- 
don there is no way to prevent it without 
an embargo being placed on arms exporta- 
tion, and only Congress can declare an em- 
bargo, and Congress will not meet until 
December unless President Wilson will call 
an extra session. He was swift to do this 
when his object was to disturb the indus- 
trial system of the nation. Probably the 
shortening of the war in Europe by Amer. 
icans ceasing to supply the allies with guns 
and munitions does not appeal to him so 
strongly as did the “tariff for revenue only,” 
which turned out in practice to be a tariff 
to reduce revenue only. 

While the war has not lacked for great 
battles on the land in which millions of men 
have been slain, such battles have been in- 
decisive of results so far as the ostensible 
issues between the nations are concerned. 

The war has had some petty, as well as 
many great, methods of procedure, some of 
which are simply contemptible. 

While one can understand the purpose of 
Great Britain, for instance, in preventing 
neutrals from taking food supplies to Ger- 
many, it is not so clear why she should 
prevent toys and aniline dyes and beet 
seed and textile fabrics made in Germany 
from being sent from Rotterdam to the 
United States or other neutral nations. 

The explanation is that the purpose is 
to keep from German manufacturers and 
merchants the money which Americans 
would pay for such goods. 

Our importers say to the British govern- 
ment that actual money would not go to 


Germany, but the British government re- 
sponds that a credit would be established | 


on which the German manufacturer could 
draw and that would amount to the same 
thing. 

War is not so chivalrous as it was a cen- 
tury and more ago. The commander who 
lifted his hat to the foe and said, “Gentle 
men of the guard, fire first,” would now 
say to his orderly, “Go and tell Capt. Steal 
allinsight to take his company to the ene- 
my's storehouse in the rear of their camp 
and destroy all their provisions. I prefer 
to fight the scoundrels when their stomachs 
are empty.” 

And the colonel on the other side, in- 
stead of saying “Charge, Chester, charge; 
on Stanley, on,” will say to his troops: 
“Forward, brave boys, in war's mad 
Hurl your stink-pots, comrades, hurl! 

If we cannot send their souls to—well, 
At least we'll create an awful smell!” 


OMMISSIONERS ON EUGENICS. 

While Gov. Johnson's Legislature was 
in the business of creating commissions to 
regulate everything in the heavens above 
and the earth beneath and the waters under 
the earth, why did it not create a board of 
commissioners on marriages? 

Dr. W. O. Henry, lately of Omaha, in his 
recently-published book entitled “Equita- 
nia,” says: “The farmer, breeder, or raiser 
of fine stock, who would have good, vigor- 
ous colts, calves or lambs, gives heed to 
having his mares, cows and ewes not only 
vigorous, strong, healthy and robust, but 
he looks well to their care during the time 
they are with young, and while they nurse 
their young. He does not expect them to 
endure the same hardships in these trying 
times that they undergo in other conditions. 
They have special care, shelter, food and

The remedy proposed is that no marriage 
be solemnized without a license and no 
license shall be issued except to parties who 
have passed a physical, mental and moral 
examination and are certified to be enabled 
to replenish the population. That might 
give the world better and stronger and 
wiser children of those born in wedlock. 
But how about those whose mothers lacked 


a marriage certificate? 


TAGGERING WAR COSTS. 

The budget speech of the British Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has concentrated 
attention on the cost of the European war. 
The present cost to Great Britain is now 
officially put at $15,000,000 a day. It is im- 
posible to realize the enormous outlay that 
this means, say, for a full year. Up to 
April England had expended $1,535,000,000. 
For another full year the budget estimate 
of war cost is $5,682,000,000. 

The figures given out by Russia show 
$892,000,000 spent in the first three months, 
against about 660,000, 90 spent by Eng- 
land in the same time. This, for Russia, is 
at the rate of nearly $10,000,000 per day. 

The estimated war expenditure by France 
for a full year is $1,380,000,000, which is 
$150,000,000 leas than spent by England in 
eight months—but a large part of France's 
work of mobilization had begun and been 
paid for before the war started, whereas 
England and Russia had to create from the 
start. 

The London Economist recently published 
estimates of losses from a year of war. 
These éstimates are by Edgar Crammond, 
secretary of the Liverpool Stock Exchange. 
They include, in addition to direct cost, the 
loss of production from partially paralyzed 
industries and agriculture and the capital- 
ized value of the loss of human life. 

If we leave out of the figures the values 
placed upon human life, confining the esti- 
mates to the less theoretical items, the 
losses for the different principal countries, 
excluding Italy, whose entry into the war is 
too recent for figures, appear as follows:

HAT 18 MAGNA CHARTA? 

Charies the First lost his head and 
James the Second lost his throne as the 
result of a vain endeavor to wrest from the 
English people the Great Charter which the 
barons forced King John to sign seven hun- 
dred years ago. pm; 

Tt is a curious fact that while Magna 
Charta is, along with the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution of the 
United States, referred to by anniversary 
orators as “the palladium of our liberties,” 
a good many educated Americans, even 
among members of the bar, would be un- 
able to accurately state what rights Magna 
Charta granted to the English people and 
what wrongs it abolished. 

The Great Charter did not make any new 
constitutional concessions. Taking the char- 
ter of Henry I as a basis it placed in com- 
pact form the judicial and administrative 
reforms of Henry II and “placed it beyond 
the caprice of any future monarch to repu- 
diate, in the hour of prosperity, the con- 
stitutional privileges wrung from him or 


ing to Macaulay— did her best to make 
him as miserable as he deserved to be.” “It 
is called Magna Charta,” said Coke, “not 
that it is great in quantity, for there be 
many voluminous charters commonly 
passed, especially in these later times, 
longer than this is, but in respect of the 
great importance and weightiness of the 


matter.” 

King Alexander was called Alexander 
Magnus, not in respect of the largeness of 
his body, for he was a little man, but in 
respect of the greatness of his heroical 
spirit.

OUR BIG BOOM IN SHIPBUILDING 


SCONTRIBUTED TO THE 

BY WINTHROP L. MARVIN, 
Author of “A History of the American Mer 
chant Marine.” 

HE United States might as well be 

without gun factories or cartridge 

factories or powder works as without 
ocean shipyards in this fateful year of the 
Lord., 1915. 

Fifty steamships, ranging in capacity 
from 4000 to 12,000 tons, have been con- 
tracted for by American shipyards for salt 
water service since December 1, 1914. This 
is an unparalleled record of activity in the 
merchant shipping business. Several Amer- 


try, which, up to the end of 1914, was shar- 


ing to the full the severe depression that 
lay upon all of the great productive indus 
tries of the United States. It can be said 


the belligerents of Europe. 

The American people are in a position to 
realize as never before that iu their ocean 
shipyards they possess a national asset of 
the very first magnitude. It is a strange 
fact, but a true one, that only three nations 
in the world the skill and capacity 
to construct at home all the ships required 
for their own merchant navies. One of 
these nations is Great Britain and the other 
is Germany—both absorbed in a great and 
desperate war. The third is the United 
States. 3 

The shipyards of Germany are now un- 
available, and so, in another way, are the 
shipyards of England, Scotland and France. 
They are either occupied in construction 
and repair work on warships and trans- 
ports or are building merchant craft on 
home account, and cannot undertake any 
foreign orders. Moreover, the war and its 
distractions have so abnormally forced up 
the rates of wages and the costs of mate- 
rials that, for the first time in sixty years, 
the price of ships from British shipyards is 
virtually equal to the price in the United 
States. 


Some foreign merchan 
policies have compelled them to depend 
upon British or German yards for ships, are 
now making inquiries in America. A few 
orders on foreign account have actually 
been placed here and more are coming. The 
United States in this emergency is mani- 
festing a power of self-reliance that is most 
significant. It is building all the ships re- 
quired for its own merchants as well as 
other ships for foreign lands. 

If the United States, like Holland, Spain, 
Norway and Sweden in Europe, and Brazil, 
Argentina, Chile and Peru in South Amer- 
ica, were dependent, as many sincere and 
well-meaning men have urged it should be, 
upon the “cheap” shipbuilding facilities of 
Great Britain and Germany—as it is unfor- 
tunately dependent upon them for two- 
thirds of its overseas carrying business— 
our country would now be like these other 
and weaker countries, unable to procure the 
necessary new ships for even its own do- 
mestic trade and unable to procure a suf- 
ficient number of new warships for the na- 
tional defense. For it must be remembered 
that all but a very few of the present bat- 
tleships, cruisers, destroyers and subma- 
rines of the United States navy are the 
product of the commercial shipbuilding in- 
dustry of this nation. Very few, indeed, 
have been launched from government navy 
yards, and only one of these government 
yards is today capable of first-class con- 
struction. 


In the vivid light of this great Furopean 
war the American people are being taught
